Granier is now nt Richmond 
Kentucky, with a large lorcc, fortifying the 
place, 

6'AIltO, Dec. 19. — We have nothing of impor- 
tance from (Jen. Grant's army. It is St.. ted that 
the rebel fortifications at Vieksburg have been 
greatly strengthened, and families are packing up 
ready to evaluate on an anticipated assault from 
the Federals. 

Fortress Monroe, Deo. 19. — Gen. Foster's 
forces have captured Kingston, Not tit Caro- 
lina, taking 500 prisoners and 11 pieces ol 
artillery. 

There is no truth whatever in the report 
that Geo. Banks is co-operating with Ihe 
troops at Suffolk. Nothing reliable bus yet 
been beard uf the expedition.

The same paper contains 
n dispatch from Goldsbovo, slating that 3,000 
rebel soldiers luught llie Abolitionists at 
Kingston from eight o'clock in the morning 
until one in the aslernopn ; and lhat after 
driving off l lie Abolitionists once lliey re- 
turned, when the rebel General Evans was 
compelled to retire, leaving the vandals lo 
occupy llie town. No report of loss on either 
side. The town was considerably damaged 
by qombardment. 

A Noshville telegram of the 13th says that 
Gen. Dodge with his cavalry had been light- 
ing Forest nil the day in the vicinity ol 
Corinth. Forest lias 4,000, nud Dodge 2,500 
men, with five pieces of artillery. Dodge is 
reported to be moving lo eut off the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad. It is also re- 
ported that VatiDorn, with 50,000 men, is at 
Stevenson, Alabama, lo join Mragg. 

The whole rebel force in Tennessee is e.sti- 
maten at 80,000. They had 25,090 at Mur- 
frcesboro yesterday, with their outposts w ith- 
in eleven miles of Nashville. 

Gen, Kosekrans has dismissed a largo 
number of officers for drunkenness. 

Washington, Dee. 19, — The Committee 
representing tliu Border Stale Congressional 
delegation, constituted of Hall, Crittenden 
and Crissfleld, called on the President yes- 
terday lo urge him not to issue his proclama- 
tion. The President gave no definite answer. 
Some of the Bonier State delegation, May- 
nard among them, refused tosancliou the pro- 
ceeding.

Col. Walton, 
chief of Longslicet's artillery, informed some 
of our officers, that the rebel infantry lore" 
engaged with Sumner's corps, on Saturday, 
was only two brigades, but they hnd a huge 
reserve f:irce near by, Ho gave our men 
credit for their bravery, but considered Ihu 
rebel position impregnable, and that a force 
of hall u million would find it impossible to 
carry lh»! heights iu face of their batteries. 
The rebel loss, ol course, was small coin pared 
with ours. The enemy took 800 prisoners, 
a considerable portion. of whom were absent 
from their camps when we evacuated the 
south side of the liver. The prisoners taken 
on both sides have been paroled, 

Washington, Dec. 19th. — The army appro- 
priation bill was taken tip in Committee of 
tho Whole, in the House yesterday, aud an 
amendment offered by a majority of the Com- 
mittee, that none of the appropriation should 
be used for the benefit of runaway slave-", or 
for Hie eniiiiicipiilion or colonization schemes, 
wit- disagreed lo. Hie bill was thet re- 
ported back to the House', and passed hur. 
nedly— 7 to 3.

Tho Old and New Year. 

Another year has passed over our heads. 
The jear of grace, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and pixty-tlireo to-day commences its 
enrcer. We hope wo may have to chronicle 
nt its cod tbe continuation of the proyiosa 
tliut has characterised the past twelve months- 
Fur progress t lie ru lias been to n most cheer 
inn extent, No mutter from what point we 
view our developement, there is every ground 
forcongratulation. Everything shows a rapid 
and healthy growth. Everything tends tip 
inspire confidence in the progress of the col- 
ony. Indeed, tho last year's anlicipalion* 
have been more than realized — they have 
been exceeded even ill their most sanguine 
view. Our gold mines hove been tested, and 
have not been found wanting. They have 
been proved, so lar as they have been worked, 
to be ams-ng the very richest, if not the rich 
est, in the world. Though numbers went U| 
to ibem anil did not succeed in effecting III* 
object they had in view, still nothing hai 
transpired in any degree tj diminish the con 
fiuence of sensible men in their productive 
powers. This last year has beer, in a greal 
measure one of preparation. The super 
structure has been laid lor greater results in the 
future. The long line of wagon road through 
the heart of British Columbia has been in 
good part cr mpleied. From its construction 
the most beneficial effects may be expected. 
The unprepared stale of the country dui'inp 
a sood part of the past twelvemonths is not 
likely lo be repealed another year. I'mce 
lorth ihe supplies required in the mines inusl 
continue lo glow cheaper Irom the decrease 
of the diffieulies of transportation. This year 
will in all probability see the wagon road 
finished into the mines. Not only the wagon 
road shall wo have but also the trail by way ol 
Bute Inlet. Lust year has seen ils inaugura- 
tion; this year, wc hope, will see its com- 
pletion. This year also will, no doubt, bcc 
tho further development of tho new gold 
mines on Peace river, and il may be on the 
headwaters of ltie Stekin. 

As regards the agricultural interest of the 
country the prospects are much more favor 
able. The past year has shown what an 
estensivo tract of country there exists to 
the north of us, most excellently adapted for 
farming purposes. Quite a large portion of 
it too has already been taken up by actual 
settlers who have made considerable improve- 
ments, Truils have been run and partially 
completed. This year no doubt will see 
these developed into tolerable wugon roads. 
There is plenty of work before Ihe Govern- 
ment in this direction. Every attention 
must he paid lo encouraging people to settle 
down upon Ihe land in those districts. Give 
good roads and mail communication to those 
wh» are ulready there, end it will go a good 
■way towards inducing . oihers to make the 
country their home. 

The great feature of last year's progress, 
however, is ihe vast increase of the commerce 
of the port. To those who were here in 
1661, t ho eonlrasl is most sinking. Ever 
since early 1r«1 spring Ihe harbor has been 
filled with shipping, both American and Eng- 
lish, And. notwithstanding this, there has 
been no glut in our market ; — our position as 
a port of distribution enabling us lo dispose of 
any r-urphis remaining after the supply of our 
home wants. This fact will, no doubt, have 
the effect of still further increasing our trade 
for the coming year. With this increase, in 
addition to ihe attraction presented by our 
mines, we will, no doubt, have a corresponding 
addition loour population. On this latter score 
we have no cause to complain of our growth 
during the past twelve months. The fact of 
our population having more limn doubled 
its self is sufficiently encouraging. We have 
only lo allude lo tho astonishing growth of 
the city to convince the most sceptical thut 

we are progressing most rapidly.

A Parliamentary Library. 

Js it not time that something were done 
towards the loimation of a parliamentary Li- 
brary lor this colony 2 Our Legislalure has 
certainly been long enocgh in existence to 
have lelt she want of so necefcsary and so use- 
ful mi institution, The youth ol tbe colony 
ni.d its small population have the effect of 
making this requirement all the more urgent, 
ns the kind ol vroiks most suitable to the 
•wants of ihn members of the Legislature, is 
among the least ill demand with the general- 
ity ol readers. The consequence is, thut 
booksellers cannot afford to keep many of 
them in their stock. Books are among the 
necessities of modern limes j they furnish 
food for i ho intellect which cannot well be 
done without. They are the storehouses 
which contain that knowledge, the who'c of 
which no man can carry about with him. No 
professional man, he ho what he may, can 
do without them. Why, then, should those 
who occupy ihe important position of legisla- 
tors be deprived of il.e important aid which 
a good library would give in forming a sound 
judgment on , the affairs they are called upon 
to deal with ? The expense may be urged as 
an obstacle In the attainment of that object. 
If ii were required to provide an extensive 
libmry at once, iho present stale of colonial 
finances. would not perhaps allow of it; but 
we need r.ol do that. The thingnuist he done 
gradually; n small sum spont every year would 
no! be felt fn in the public revenues, while 
propel ly expended, it would seivc lo provide 
a number of niust useful works, and form ihe 
foundation 61 a good libmry, which would 
be annually increasing. There would be no 
necessity df appointing Ml) new office lor 
some time Id come, The clerk of tho house 
of Assembly could easily manage ihe duties 
of librarian until they became extensive 
enough t« require tho assistance of another 
hand. The Government buildings would fur- 
nish room enough for ihe collection for years, 
to thai the whole undertaking might be car- 
ried out on Ihe most economical lorms possi- 
ble. Large uccessioris might be made lo the 
library by soliciting the Transactions and 
Acts of the Home and Colonial Government ; 
also those of Iho United Slates B';d other 
foreign powers. A vast amount of most use- 
ful information could thus bo amassed at 
little or no expense. It only requires the 
will and alitllo management to have the 
thing Inaugurated at the next session ol the 
Loishiture. And when onco the foundation 
is pmperly laid, there will be no difliculiy in 
building a BUpeptruolure that may bo oikj 
day a source ol prido to ihe colony.

THE GREAT BATTLE OF THE 
PRESENT WAR. 

GRAPHIC NARRATIVE OF fHE BAT- 
TLE OP PRBDERIOKSBURG. 



13,000 Federals Killed. 

CltliMUO, Dei:. IS.— In Ihe absence uf oth- 
er in.->.a, Uib following detailed account of 
i he bailie of Fredericksburg on Saturday is 
interesting : Franklin, on the luff moved liis 
column ut sunrise, bis right resting on tlie 
outskirts of the city, his centre advanced u 
mile or so from the river, and hi* left resting 
on the Rapahannock, three miles below. 
Skiiiuisliiug cotnuienccd a few minutes alter 
daylight on the extreme left. A rebel bat- 
tery opened on our troops, and the tire be- 
came so annoying thai i tie Utli New York 
tni li tin was ordered to charge and take it ut 
the point of the bayonet. The order was 
obeve I with alacrity, but alter a lieree strug- 
gle the charging party was compelled to fall 
back. At this critical moment, Gen. Tyler, 
perceiving the disorder into which the 9th 
were thrown, came to their aid wi h his bri- 
gade. 

The 9th quickly rallied, and assisted by 
Tyler's brigade, uiiolhcr attempt Was made to 
capture the rebel batteries, but without suc- 
cess. The li^ht now bocumo general on the 
extreme lelt, and another desperate effort was 
made to capture the rebel battery by Tyler's 
brigade, bul the lire of the rebels wits so with- 
ering in its effect, that our brave fellows were 
unable to gain any advantage. Kiel) charge 
thinned our ranks at a fearful rate, and the 
chances of capturing that much coveted bat- 
tery, appeared no belter than at lirst. 

By noon tha whole ol Franklin's corps were 
engaged with the enemy, and a desperate ef- 
fort was made to turn tlie e icniy a pi s t un on 
(tie Matlapouu.x, and drive htm beyond. Gjh- 
cral Franklin commanded the movement in 
person. 

The rebels maintained the possession of the 
same, ami some lulls, w ith unusual stubborn- 
nes.i, but gradually fell back as ihe Union 
troops evinced a determination to go for- 
ward. 

During the afternoon the rebels came to n 
stand, and lor a lime assumed the offensive ; 
but as tbey advanced to meet us, they were 
bravely met and repulsed with heavy loss 
At this time some 300 of Hill's command 
fell into our hands, and wore conducted to 
rear as prisoners. fc>ti!l the enemy contested 
every part ol the ground, and it was only by 
the dint of the hardest kind of lighting that 
he could be compelled to change his position. 
The obstinacy with which tlie rebels held 
possession ol their 'ground rendered Frank- 
lin's ta-k very difficult. He hail to cope 
with Stonewall Jackson's veterans of Cedar 
Mountain, Bull linn and Atltietam — troops 
who understood their business thoroughly, 
and were not to (he scared b_v trifles; he.neo 
the tusk ol turning the ret. eU' position on the 
MattapOliax, was no ordinary one ; still, the 
Union commander was nut discouraged — he 
had driven the enemy back some distance. 
Old Stonewall had met his match this time, 
ami notwithstanding his troops fought with 
awful bravery, they were gradually pushed 
southward. At sundown, Franklin had suc- 
ceeded it driving the enemy nearly n mile, 
a id his troops occupied the field during the 
remainder ol the night. 

The movement on the left was n complete 
success. The casualties o:i both sides are 
very numerous. Reynolds' corps advanced 
before the dense fog had lifted itself Iroul ihe 
river banks, and ut about !) o'clock the ene- 
my's inlautry were engaged on the opposite 
tide. The columns had (airly got to woik 
when the rebel artillery commenced playing 
upon us through the log. The shots, aimed at 
random, however, produced little eliect. Not- 
withstanding the view was so obscured, the 
Tobel artillerists kept up a cannonade lor 
several hours, and us peal alter pcul sounded 
through the aii, the etlect was terribly 
suliiime. 'i in lire was returned by our bat- 
t- lies ,u u .. illuul -ty'e, and I »r hums nothing 
but u deafening roar ol artiilei , could he 
heard on ui> tilde*, up lo noon, %\ ..e.i the f>,» 
cleared oil, and the balloonist* were en. blid 
lo get a giai.ee at th<- enemy's works. 1'be 
figlil an artillery one, and productive ol 
no vol J important re.-ults ou either side. 

A r.t.-n us the sun showed itself. Low- 
ever, lue infantry were brought into play, 
and the work commenced in real earnest, 
(juris. Mead and Gibbous' divisions encoun- 
tered the right of Gen. A. P. Bill's command 
and J.nngetreet's veterans. The light raged 
furiously during the entire day, and our liuopi 
Buffered terribly fiom the enemy's artillery. 
The enemy were posted behind hills in great 
Strength, and at one time it seemed impossi- 
ble lo dislodge then). About noon, (ten. 
Gibber.a was relieved by Gen. Doubleday's 
command. Gen. Mead, who wus liglnii;g 
against superior odds, was also reinforced by 
Gen. Stouenian's command, which had the 
effect to check, the rebels, and drive them 
back a short distance. Il was in the miiUt 
ofthis struggle that Gen. Gibbens was wound- 
ed and partially disabled, fie kept the field, 
however, during the remainder ol the day. 
During the afternoon, Newton's division was 
moved up to the lelt of the centre, when the 
firing, which had ceased in that part of the 
lield, broke out again with redoubled fury. 
Our troops weie tiere again exposed to a 
plunging fire from the enemy's artillery, 
which w u s posted on the neighboring hills, 
and lor a short time the Federal soldiers were 
exposed to a destructive lire, our artillery re- 
turned the li e with accuracy of aim and un- 
wavering courage. 

General Sumner, commanding the Seventh 
Corps, commenced the action on ihe right 
at 10 o'clock, and maintained il furiously all 
day. 

The enemy occupied the woods and hills in 
the rear ol the city, and in point of advan- 
tage the odds were , decidedly iu_their favor. 
The courage of the Federal troops was un- 
bounded, however, and every inch of ground 
wus nobly contested. Jl soon became evi- 
dent that the first ridge of bills, ou which the 
enemy were posted behind earthworks, could 
not bo carried, except at the point of the bay- 
onet. Accordingly, General Sumner ordered 
Geueral French's division to charge upon 
their butteries. General Howard's division 
acled as a support, and the troops sprang for- 
ward to obey the order with enthusiasm. 

3y this time, the atmosphere was clear, ex- 
cept from the smoke of the arlillery, and a 
good view could be hud of the rebel's posi- 
tion and the country adjoining. Steadily they 
matched across the plain, and never faltered 
until ihey were within a dozen yards of i It o 
ridge, wbeu suddenly they were met by a gal- 
ling fire from the rebel infantry posted be- 
hind a stone wall. For a lew moments, the 
head of the column exhibited some confusion, 
but quickly forming into line, they retired 
back to a ruvine. within musket shot of the 
enemy. Here the Union troops, reinforced 
by a tresh body of Infantry, advanced to the 
assistance of their comrades in splendid style, 
notwithstanding the largo gaps that were 
made in their ranks al every step. Reinforce- 
ments having arrived, and ihe line of assault 
being again rormed, the order to advance at 
double quick, with fixed bayonets, wus given, 
and once more the columns advanced to dis- 
lodge the rebul arlillery. bromtlie moment 
Ihe storming parly left the ravine, up In the 
lime Ihey rescued the. foot of the hill, Ihey 
were exposed to the hottost fire of the enemy. 
The cooceutr/ited fire of Lee's arlillery, and in- 
Juntry rained upon their devoted heads in a 
manner truly ternllic. Xo troops, however dis- 
ciplined or bruve, could withstand the shock, 
and after suffering terribly, our soldiers weie 
ihown into disorder and brought to a sudden 
halt; at this juncture the centre column gave 
way and lied in dismay, but were afterwards 
rallied arid brought back. 

A second and a third attempt were made to 
dislodge the Hebe I Artillerists, in vain, and 
at eac.i ai empt the ranks id the sionuiug par- 
i) gisw tiiinuei mid thinner. 

Oeu. Suuinei now brought all his available 
artillery iu'o play, hoping to shell the Rebels 
out. From llml time till dark, the ruar ol 
cannon were incessant. 

The rebels, who hud been driven tuck 
shoit uiMance during ihe day, returned to 
ilicir oiigiuul position when night came, so 
I hut wo were unable to remove our dead. 
Sevirai attempts were made to remove bodus 
during Ihu night, but the entmy opened upon 
pg wilh their iuluntir, and compelled us to 
itesiU. 

The Third and Fifth Army Corps under 
Gen. Hooker formed the centre corps, and 
opcruljed with Sumner's column. 

During tho battle ihe men were full of 
hope, and confident of success. 'They filed 
out of tho city in pplendid order. Skirmish- 



ing cotmhenved shortly niter day light, and lor 
a short time afterwards the rebel arlillery 
commenced playing tipun us through the fog. 
Their firing was so inaccurate, however, that 
uur troops paid but little attention to it, and 
kept pressing on, regardless of the deadly 
Uissiles which were Hying through the air. 
lay aud by our arlillery responded, and fur 
liours Ihe iuo.-,t terrific cannonading was kept 
upon both sides. Tiie enemy's position was 
one of exceeding strength, and appeared lo 
be invulnerable to our artillery, notwithstand- 
ing our guns were excellently handled. 

About noon the infantry, who had been 
waiting for the fug to clour off advanced for 
the purpose of stunning the enemy's position 
ou tho bill}. Confident of victory, the troops 
marched steadily up lo within musket shol of 
ihe batteries, but the murderous li ro of the 
rebel riflemen, added lo the lury of the can- 
nonade, compelled our men to fall back with 
a heavy loss. The attempt to carry the rebel 
battflried wus repeated again in the afternoon, 
and the attack was made at a double quick, 
but the eaeiny, who was also heavily rein- 
forced, proved "loo much for us. All along the 
battle raged with unusual fierceness,' and when 
night eatlio on, it was hard lo say who were 
the victors. 

Of the killed and wounded, there were 
prulmbly as mail) on the side of the rebels as 
on ours. No coirect estimate can bo formed 
of the loss In Hooker's corps, but il was pretty 
heavy. The firing of musketry ceased about 
ball-past live, but tho rebels continued to 
connonado the city until long alter dark. They 
eeideully intended to shell us out of our posi- 
tion in Fredericksburg. The result ol the 
day's light proves conclusively enough that 
the enemy's position is one of great strength. 
Gen. Franklin appears to have been the only 
one who expected any important result. 

'Tho New Vork Tribune's correspondent, 
speaking of Saturday's carnage, says it i> not 
too strung an expression to say th»t in tbjs 
battle rre were butchered. The loss of the 
enemy in comparison to ours must be insig- 
nificant. .More than half of (Jen. French's 
division, were placed hors dc combat, before 
they had fired a shol, having orders to with- 
hold thuir lire, and rush upon the entrench- 
ments, anticipating no obstacle until they 
should meet tlie enemy iii a handto-hnnd 
light; bul laying close open the earth behind 
a low stone wall and half-destroyed fences, 
which had not been taken into our calcula- 
tion as obstacles, die enemy watched the ap- 
proach ol French's division until every man 
in baltlo line caino under tho aim of their 
sharpshooters', hi an instant, almost before 
the Federals discovered thorn, a thick line ol 
Uuinc and smoke streamed above tho fence, 
and al the same moment sixty pieces of arlil- 
lery, charged with grape and canmsler, sent 
their infernal contents straight through our 
advancing columns, raking them in front and 
on both Hanks, with a destructive and terrible 
effect never before seen during tho war. 
Gen. French went into ihe battle with 7,000 
men, mid iwo days after but 1,200 have re- 
ported. The Iosm in Uen. Reynold's corps is 
believed to be 4,000. The hollowing figures 
are bused upon the official reports, as lar as 
received, and are believed to full irnler, rather 
than exceed the full official reports :— The 
right division, 7,000; the centre division, 
2,050 ; aud the lelt division, 3,060 ; totul los?, 
I3,0. r w.

Later from Ste'iin. 

Tho sloop John Dickson, Capt. Hughes; 
arrived yesterday morning, in 34 days from 
the noulh of tho Steklu River. On the 
way down, the sloops Eagle and Kingfisher 
were spoken ofT Queen Charlotte's Island ; 
tlie loriner was bound for Bentinck Arm, the 
latter for Stekin. 

Slio brought down several passengers, to 
one of whom wo are indebted lor the follow- 
ing information : 

About seventy-five men are wintering ou 
the river; about forty ol these are living at 
Shakesville. 

The weather was very mild w hen the sloop 
left, ami the first lime cold was disagreeably 
experienced, was when she sighted the snow- 
clad mountains uf Vancouver Island. 

Tho majority of the men stopping on the 
river til lend to push above the Canon on tho 
re-onening ol the season ; others remain tu 
watch, and when feasible, work their claims. 

The sloop touched at Fort Simpson. 

Two men who had been a short distance 
up Nass River were wintering there. They 
report having struck 82 and S3 diggings, 
and intend to prospect higher up next 
spring. 

Slcinnor Hivcr, the mouth of which is soma 
fifteen miles south of Fort Simpson, is at- 
tracting some attention. It is smaller than 
the Nass and Stekin, but bars that will pay 
$2 and $3 per day are said to have been 
struck a short distance up. 

Two piis-sengors from Stekin named Phil- 
lips and Hart, brought down about §1,000 in 
gold dust. 

Tho Indians of Fort Simpson are grcitly 
enraged at II. M. S. Devastation not having 
brought back the prisoners she carried 
away (now under sentence of death) ; and 
have expressed lo Mr. Duncan, the, resident 
missionary, Iheir determination to capture 
her if she visits them again. The Tsbiui- 
seans are a warlike tribe, and it is possible 
that they may attempt to carry their threat 
into execution.

Heme Mandfactdrk — Pkeskrvatiox or 
Vegetables. — Wo yesterday witnessed the 
interesting process of preserving vegetables 
by .Mon. Casse of View street, in this city, for 
Ihe purpose of transportation t> Cariboo next 
season. The mode he adopts, is very simple, 
yet it seems to answer Iho purpose most ef- 
fectually. The vegetables — cabbage, car- 
rots, parsnips, etc. — are iu the first place well 
washed in water, cut very fine, and then put 
into a dish and placed in an oven until they 
arc dried. After Ihis is accomplished, which 
takes a considerable time, they are mndc in- 
to cakes, rolled up in a cloth and subjected 
to tho pressure for a lengthened period, of a 
powerful screw press constructed by the in- 
genious Frenchman himself for ihe purpose. 
When taken fr«n the press ihey seem as 
closely knit together and solid a mass as any 
piece of lead wo have ever handled. The 
next operation is placing Iho cakes iu tin 
cans, which are alter wards hermetically seal- 
ed, and they are then ready fur transmission 
to any part of the world, keeping' fresh and 
good lor years. About an ounce of the dried 
mas3 is fcipial when steeped in waler lor a 
couple ol hours, to u pound of the green 
vegetables. We are told by a gentleman 
who Iried them at Cariboo last season, that 
ho could not tell the difference between those 
imported in this form, and vegetables coming 
fresh out of tho garden. We believe Mon. 
Oasso finds the manufacture very proliiablo, 
aud il shows what ingenuity can accomplish 
when intelligently directed. 



Victoria Thratxr. — There win a very 
fair attendance last night at Ihe thcalre lo 
witness the performance of the great drama 
ol the " Robbers ;" Miss Mitchell played the 
part of Amelia iu a moat clfoctive style, and 
was very well received indeed.

CRANFORD vs. WRIGHT. 



( Concluded.) 

The Court adjourned, and next morning 
charged the jury, in substance as follows : 

He said : " li is my duty to sum up this 
protracted case ; I feel a difficulty in doing 
so. I admit thai 1 experience much difficul- 
ty iu sotting aside personal feelings brought 
into action by the way in which this case has 
been conducted. A "great part of iho plain- 
tiff's cuse is to shew an injury done to him in 
another cause. Though it is unbecoming a 
judge, I must defend niysell from attack and 
in self-defence, I must say that 1 am not 
aware of having any bias whatever in favor 
of the defendant, as hns been more than in- 
sinuated. To the plaintiff 1 Lave no feeling 
of animosity ; on tlie other hand— to the de- 
fendant, none of favor. 1 must hold the scales 
equally, i never exchanged mors than five 
minutes' conversation with Mr. Wright, and 
this was in reference to his wagon road. He 
asked for information and 1 could give him 
none. I never took a meal in his presence 
except at Lorenzos' after the Lillooet trial, 
when through his counuel he made 80 appli- 
cation iu reference to his arrest. I always 
called him Mr. Wiigbt. It is icsinuated thai 
I have paid him marked respeot ; but nut 
any more than he is entitled lo. Again, the 
term "sheaves ol affidavits" is not a new re- 
mark. Il is a term often used aud heard iu 
a court ol justice. The jury at Lillooet, how- 
ever, found that Mr. Wright was right. 1 
cautioned that jury not lo trust Mr. Wright's 
memorandum. It was well known he could'nt 
manufacture evidence for himself, although 
the then defendants called for the memoran- 
duiw The case diil'ut turn upon that memo- 
randum. I left the jury to decide certain 
points, and among others, they found that 
John Cranford was joiutly liable to Mr. 
Wright. 1 spoke us favorably of John Cran- 
ford na Mr. King has done, perhaps not so 
vehemently. Aspersions on character should 
bo avoided. I am ashamed to say that 1 feel 
this explanation necessary. 

The bulk of ibis action will be decided up- 
on two points — the oue is for you— the other 
lor me to decide. 

Tho defendant has paid money in lo Court 
which plaintiffs counsel contend is an admis- 
sion ol the contract. II I shall be of opinion 
thai lha contract is not admitted, it is Ihen 
for mo to say whether the plaintifl has not in 
fact disproved it. But the dufendant by Ibis 
not may have admitted iho totality ot con- 
tract, if so, discussion on this point ceases, 
and it is lor you lo measure the damages. 

Mr. Ring — The declaration was hold on 
demurrer to consist of one count. 

I believe it was, and the plaintiff claims 
that a reasonable lime, that is to say, 10, 12, 
ot lo days, is that within which tho contract 
should have boon performed, llo refers lo 
his particulars as a videlicet. 1 think the 
declaration is ambiguous, and there is no- 
thing in evidence to support a contract for 
10 or 12 days. The three memoranda pro- 
duced are all essentially different, and the 
difference is considerable. All omit the 
quantum of goods. A reference to time only 
occurs in Mr. Freeman's, and is absent in 
the two others. 'I be duration of the contract 
is expressed in one by the words " during 
the ensuing season," and an entire absence 
of Ihis exists in tho two others. I think it 
my duty to point this out, for evidence has 
boon elicited to provo lhat no two men on 
ihe portages could jointly fulfil Iho contract 
without sacrificing every one else. Tho 
amount, oo.uou lbs., was an unreasonable one 
to carry in that lime. The plaiutill lias fail- 
ed, and in fact has disproved his contract. 
If he had amended as invited, it might havo 
been dillerenl. 

Mr. Ring hero referred to powers of 
amendment given to the Court by Common 
Law Procedure Act. 

The Judge— I think lhat amendment by 
the Court is not compulsory : it is optional . 
and the Act referred to does not al auy ralo 
apiily to Ihis kind ol amendment. 

[f lore a discussion ensued, and as usual 
was a warm one.| 

The Judge (greatly excited;— I shall hear 
no more about this ; I nru not a tyrant ; 1 am 
not a fool. ( Sensation.) 

1 am not sure what we may consider as the 
real contract, but 1 am inclined to think that 
ihe payment into Court by defendant admits 
tho contract to carry und" the breach as set 
oat. But us much contusion exists among the 
aulhorities_as one witness told you existed 
throughout tho proceedings at Lillooet. Wero 
it not lor this miserable payment, 1 would 
mfiko short work ol tho matter. 

To .Mr. Walker — Was the money paid in 
regularly ? Is thera no wuy in which you 
can withdraw this unfortunate plea? 

1 have great respect for the opinion of such 
a man us Lord Chief Justice Jervis, as ex- 
pressed in the case ciied by counsel, but I 
shall adopt the practice laid down iu Ste- 
phens' Lush. Tho plaintiff is entitled to his 
cosls up to Ihe time of the payment into 
Court ; but I don't think the whole coulruct iB 
admitted by it, The time ol transit I think 
is not admitted. 

Mr. King— The contract ia one and iiidivis; 
ible. 

The Judge — Take a bill of exceptions to 
my charge and I will hear it if appealed from. 

Mr. King — Will you allow the exceptions 
to be argued bef jru Mr. Cameron al Victoria ? 
An appeal from you is an appeal from Cajsar 
unto Utesar, 

The Judge — No! (Kesnmod.) As to 
damages at Williams Creek prices, I shall 
simply say they are out of the question. If 
any damages are found they must be tho.o 
sustained by nondelivery at Lillooet; und 
bore, I think, with a view to a sottlemcnt, I 



am straining a point in favor of the plaintifl 
and perhaps overstepping my powers. 

To Mr. Walker — lam afraid I am doing 
y iu un injustice ; but I hope you'll take a bill 
9." exceptions if you think eo. You see, Mr. 
Walker, what il is lo be a friend of tho Court! 
The evidence nl Mr. llobt. Cranford, ns to 
prices, fee, is, I think, perfectly trustwoilhy, 
b'Jt in unsupported. 

Mr. King— Contrast it with Mr. Wright's. 

The Judge — Mr. King, if you make Mr. 
Wright a complete linrnnd the' most unworthy 
man on the earth, il won't prove your care. 

Tho Judge then reviewed tho evidence as 
to ihe time, concluding by suggesting to the 
jury, if he might be allowed, that 40 days 
was a reasonable time to get through 50.000 
pounds ol goods. Then the damage will be 
the fall in prices when they were delivered 
from when they ought to have been delivered. 
As lo the bacon damaged, I am of opinion 
that Mr. Wright is not responsible. It was 
bad al Douglas. You will compute the de- 
lays from Ihe lime the goods started from 
Douglas, not from the time they arrived 
there. I withdraw tho beans from your con- 
sideration, us I think them a sale. 

Mr. Ring— Evidence ou both sides was 
given with respect In tho beans, and whether 
tl ey were a sale or not is a question of fact 
lor Ihe jury; and by deciding upon tho fact 
your lordship is usurping tho luoetions of the 
jury. 

Before the jury were locked up Mr. Ring 
requested that the declaration, together with 
the particulars ol plaintiffs claim, which 
formed part of the declaration, should bo 
handed to the jury. This wus, alter long 
discussion, reluctantly conceded by the judge, 
who said he would hand iu his own. Lale 
next day Mr. Ring asked if the jury had the 
plaintiff's particulars ol his claim. The 
Registrar; (Mr. Matthews) at first said they 
had not, and went through the form of send- 
ing the Sheriff to ascertain. He stated tba 
jury wero without the paper, and a copy wus 
therefore sent. Shortly afterwards the jury 
were summoned to ihu presence of tho Court. 

Mr. McCreight— Will your lordship take 
the verdict of a majority as suggested by 
you in a former ca*e. 

Tho Judge (excitedly) — No ! 

Mr, Ring — I think it important *to ascer- 
tain how long the jury have hnd plaintiffs 
particulars. 

A juryman, (Mr. Greave.*-) — About two 
liours. We wero locked up about 20 hours 
wilt out it. 1 think wo can, and that we aro 
competent, !o settle this case. I spcau fur 
at least seven or oi crh t of the jury. We've 
all been working harmoniously, and if per- 
mitted to retire againj we s"hall no doubt 
agree. 

Another juryman (Herring) — There's ono 
point I'll never ugreo to. 

Judge — Then, gentlemen, I'll discharga 
you. 

Mr Ring, (interposing, followed by his 
learned Iriend) — Will your lordship, as is 
usual, ascertain this point, whether it be one 
of law or of fact, and direct this gentleman, 
that justice be not defeated ? 

Tho Judge (much agitated) — I'll neither 
do one nor iho other. 

Mr, King (much surprised) — Then your 
lordship refuses, And turning to Mr. Mat- 
thews, the Registrar, " Have you the book in 
Court with Ihe name of the practitioners? 

The Regislrar — Yes. 

Mr. Ring — Then dash your pen through 
my name ! 

The Judge— You did a prudent thing, Mr. 
Ring. 

Mr. McCreight — Mr. Matthews, erase my 
name too. 

Both gentlemen then indignantly withdrew. 
Cheers were given and tho Courl adjourned 
amidst great confusion and excitement.
